Viewed as a sample of legislative horseplay, the Et 
Lawrence seaway is beginning to be one of tile coun­ 
try ’s ch o l'est museum pieces 
Its backer* have tried by every meam. known to 
congressional ingenuity to put their pet 
proposal 
across. 
Its history runs back as far as W arren G. 
Harding 
who advocated a seaway, as did Calvin 
Coolidge and Herbert Hoover In their tim e 
But on 
its way down through the years. It picked up some 
added attractions as a lively issue, chiefly w ater power 
and the executive claim th at the United States senate 
should be barred from exercising its treaty preroga­ 


tive. 
In 1934, the seaway was subm itted to the senate as 
a treaty and lost 
In 1341 It reappeared as an execu­ 
tive agreement, and the am endm ent to the rivers and 
harbors bill which the senate voted down Tuesday 
followed closely the terms of th at agreement, with 
changes' principally concerned with putting off the 
project until peacetime. The executive agreement was 
an attempt by President Roosevelt and his advisers to 
sneak over the seaway as a defense project. Tile pro 
posed amendment was an attempt to sneak it over as a 
straight legislative matter. 
Three methods nhw have been tried without suc­ 
cess. 
There is only one more choice 
The St. Law­ 
rence era way might be slipped through under lend- 
leaae, where it never would be noticed until someone 
presented the bill. 


Conscription Is Not Magic 
In the popular discussion of universal military 
training which already is preceding legislative de­ 
bate, one point emerges automatically 
There is no intrinsic magic in peacetime conscrip­ 
tion. 
It may be argued that It would avert future 
wars or that it would strengthen the United States 
against the wars that may not be prevented, but it 
cannot be argued that it would do either of these 
things for certain. Conscription, unlike national pro­ 
hibition, the great reform that grew out of World 
war I. is not a noble experiment 
It has been standard 
practice bi Europe for many years. 
On the record, it has given Oermany tremendous 
military power, but it has given Oermany nothing 
else—on the record. 
It has given France what many 
experts claimed was the best army in Europe in 1939. 
but It did not give France victory in 1940. It has been 
tried extensively and exhaustively, but it has done 
none of the things claimed in its behalf by its present 
enthusiasts in the Untied States. 
It is, In net effect, 
only one more detail in the endless quest for se­ 
curity 
If it is kept in that perspective, instead of being 
advanced as a cure-all, the argument will be more 
rational and so will the outcome 


Dark Hone With A Morel 
It is understandable why Ben. Taft's opponents in 
Ohio and other points of political interest went flail­ 
ing for the handful of votes that might have elected 
William G Pickrel lf the senator hadn't run so well 
outside straight-voting Democratic-PAC strongholds 
They had everything to gain, nothing to lose 
Mr Pickrel came within 18,000 votes of being the 
champion dark horse of the national election in 1944 
Given no more than an outside chance of making a 
good race against Sen Taft, he was swept by straight- 
ticket voting into a photo-finish. 
There is a moral 
in that outcome—a moral obvious to millions 
Wherever voters make their choice between parties, 
without regard to Individuals and without having 
participated in the party primaries, they have ceased 
to enjoy the benefits of representative democracy 
With all respect to Mr Pickrel, he cannot be called 
the deliberate choice oi more than a tiny fraction of 
the Ohioans who almost sent him to the United States

Two Birds With One Signature 
By Jam es T hrasher 
W hen General de G aulle signed the new Franco- 
Soviet treaty of m utual assistance and security, he 
accomplished perhaps the most brilliant act of hts 
aholt political career. 
His signature did much to re­ 
store France to lier form er place among world powers, 
to take his government out of tjie "provisional” class, 
and to enhance* his own position and international 
prestige 
But the international im portance of this alliance 
has diverted attention from its potentially equal im ­ 
portance w ithin France 
where it gives promise of 
continued political stability and orderly recovery. 
T hus far General de Gaulle's personal strength and 
popularity have helped to prevent the tragic civil d is­ 
turbances th a t have followed liberation of other occu­ 
pied countries in Europe 
But these qualities could 
not, guarantee that such disturbances would not occur 
Underlying the bitter feeling between patriots and 
collaborationist* in the liberated countries, there has 
been a lesser but still noticeable resentm ent by p atri­ 
ots toward fellow countrym en who escaped the G er­ 
m an occupation. 
T his has extended to heads and 
officials of government, even those who may have 
been more useful in th e comparative safety of England 
or Africa or North America. 
Hovlet Russia saw the fruits of a sim ilar resent­ 
ment 20 years ago In the split between Stalin and 
Trotsky. 
It wasn't the only cause of the split, or even 
the chief one 
But men Uke Stulin and Molotov could not forget 
th at between the 1905 uprising aud the 1917 revolution 
they had worked inside Russia, living a life of suffer­ 
ing and constant danger of imprisonment and Si­ 
berian exile, while Trotsky and his circle lived and 
worked abroad, and in comfort 
Som e European patriots feel the same way today 
They had their choice and they chose not lo escape 
or collaborate, but to fight the enemy at the risk of 
death and torture 
Thus they feel that they have 
earned the right to the dominant voice in present 
and postwar government 
This feeling was partirularh strong in pre-invasion 
France, even though it did not breek out in violence, 
as in Belgium and Greece 
And in Fiance us else­ 
where Communists have had a strong voice in these 
m ilitant groups. They are not necessarily In the m a­ 
jority. and their motives may be spotlessly patriotic 
But with their noted genius for organisation, the Com­ 
munist* are considerably in evidence.

It is on th at side ol the track 
where the undesirable citizens of 
the world live 
They are known as 
heretics. Infidels and atheists. But , 
these names do not always connote ; 
evil, for there come times v4ien 
heresy. Infidelity and atheism emerge 
as virtues, as when they successfully 
opposed paganism in favor of C hris­ 
tianity 
At any rate, th* se undesirables are 
a people who have voluntarily sepa­
